Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments have been carefully considered 
but deemed not persuasive for the following reasons: The primary reference Roewer (590) discloses a catalytic hydrodehalogenation of 
halogen compounds to convert tetrachlorosilane to trichlorosilane in the presence of hydrogen and a support catalyst (silicon and one 
transition metal or a salt of that metal) at 1 00-1 000C. Corbin (040) teaches a purification method for halogenated hydrocarbon products 
wherein a support catalyst comprises activated carbon with alkali and alkaline earth metal selected from calcium, strontium, barium. (col3, 
line 48-65). The subject matter as a whole would be obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time invention to improve the method of 
Roewer by the sorbent of Corbin which is a support catalyst with porous structure of an active carbon , silicates, zeolites and the likes with 
alkali metals to improve the activity. Corbon teaches an upper temperature of 300C, Roewer teaches a temperature of 100- 1000C. It would 
be obvious for one or ordinay skill in the art to optimize the temperature ranges and use a range of 300- 1000C. The normal desire of 
scientists and artisans to improve upon what is already generally known provides the motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of 
percentage ranges is the optimum combinations of percentage. Patent can only be granted when the invention is novel and unobvious. The 
present invention is an improvement over Roewer (590) with known support catalyst of Corbin which uses alkali metal or its salts to replace 
the transtion metal of Roewer therefore it is unpatentable. 
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
